The veport of Mossrs, Eliot and Shallabarger
wa majority of the Honse Commitlee ap-
inted to  investigate ofrguinstatioss oon-
Docted with the New Orloans tiot, and the
polil.iml condition of Louisiaua—materially
adds to our previous knowledge on the sub-
got. 'Thi Inquiry conducted some months ago
by the military authorities was conclusive as
g(; the nature of the ovourrences, and the par-
thes “.”mm;llslu- for the murders and outrages
which attended them. General BSheridan's
early dnd ofthand deseription was verified to
tho letber. The Mayor and his minions wers
ghown to have been the authors of all the
trouble; the killing of the Conventionists was
proved to be wanton, brutal murder on the
part of the pplioe; and the friendd and pro-
moters of the Convention wore vindieated from

the aspersions which, in the first instanee,
wore cast npon them.

But thongh the report just presonted to Con-
gresy can goarcely deepen the improssion pro-
duced by these earlier revelations, the fullness
of its dotails render them more distinet,  The
testimony taken is volnminous, and embraces
probably all that could be adduced on both
sides, Tho Committes appears to have
exoluded nothing that could shed a ray of
light upon the aflair, aud if its recital of events
brings out much that is not new, it cortainly
reproduces the whole case with sturtling vivid-
ness and effoct, Whatever doubts may have
attached to evidence acquired by a military
tribunal, there can bo none after studying the
testimony gathered in the course of the Con-
gressional investigation. The peaceful charae-
ter of the Convention movement—the absence
of excitement at the moctings of Unionists hald
Jmmediately preceding the Convention—the
falsity of the Rebol stories in regard to the
moeetings—the law-abiding disposition of the
members of the Convention and their assem-
Dled frisnds—the brutal violence and cruelty
of the police, and their unprovoked murders,
acting evidently in pursuance of prearranged
plans—these aro points which Messrs. Eliot and
Shoellabarger have placed beyond controversy.

The courge of President Johnson i regard to
the affair may possibly continne the oceasion of
some difference of opinion, One new fact is
brought out, however, which deserves mention.
A statoment current at the time of the riot was
that Governor Wells had absented himself from
the city and ¢ould not be found, and that in
consequence the President was obliged to com-
municate with the Lieutenant-Governor and
Attorney-General, whose sympathies were with
the Thugs. We gather from this report that
Governor Wells was not absent, and that the
recognition of Messrs. Voorhies and Herron was

Bismark,
in conceding the peint; trosted that common
gense would be strong enough in the Govern-
ments and people of South Germnany 1o cause
tham to acoept the loadership of Prussia rather
than a protectorste of France or an allisnce
with powerless Austrin, and that they would
not refuse thelr co-operation in the final con-
solidation of all Germany.

Sooner than was anticipated has the current
of events realiged the anticipations of Count
Bismark. In Baden, which very reluctantly
had been drawn into the war against Prussia,
Government and Diet, soon after the conolu-
sion of peace, expressed n wish to bo admitted
into the North German Confoderation. For
obvious reasons, the Prussinm Government
conld not favor such an isolated move on the
part of Baden, as it must prefer a simultane-
ouns manifestation in the same diroction by all
the South Germun Biates.  This movement
has now fairly begun with the highly import-
ant speech of the new Bavarian 'rime Minis-
ter, the Prince of Hohenlohe, DBelieving the
object ut which the Bavarian policy should
aim to be *the preservation of Germany and
the unity of all the German tribes,’" the Prinee
announcos that his Government was rosolved
not to form a Southwestern Confederation
under the protectorate of a non-Gierman
powoer, nor to conclude an allionee with the
South German States under the leadership of
Ausgtria, nor to lend a band to the {ormation
of a Southwestern Federal State shut up
within itself.

The only course loft to Bavaria as a second-
class German State, “which, as such, cannot
exist without some Buropean alliance,’ was to
ally herself, in case of a foreign war, with
Prussia. This allisnce would render it neces-
sary that in vase of a foreign war Bavaria
should plpee hpr army under the command of
Prussia, and that in the meanwhile the Bava-
rinn nrmy shonld be so reorganized as to facili-
tate such military go-operation, To make this
alliance all the more eticient, Prince Hohen-
loho annonnced his wish to induce the other
South German States to adopt exactly the smne
policy.

The Intest acoonnts from Germany state that
the programme of the Prince of Hohenlohe is
fully approved by all the Governments of
South Germany. A conference was to be held
at once at Stutgardt, to mature o plan for the
introduction of the military system of Prussia
and to conciliate an allinnee which would pro-
vide for placing all the South German troops
under the leadership of Prussia in case of o
foreign war,

The importance of this movement to tho
future of Germany is obvious, Whutever the
dissensions on the best way of reconstructing
the political unity of Germany may be, thy
military union of North and South Germany
will secure the progressing reconstruction from

irregular and inexcusable, The report con-
tends that the sanction accorded to them by
the President inspired them and their Rebel
assoointes with a belief that the authority of
the National Government would be exercised
in their favor: and the inferonce is dedoced
that this circumstance contributed to the un-
lawiul attack upon the Conventionists, and
what General Sheridan stigmatized as the
“absoluto massacre by the police™ which tol-
lowed. The facts are suggestive, and the con-
clusion is not unreasonable.

The letter of the Secretary of War relieves
the President from the responsibility con-
nected with the failure to reply to the despateh
of General Baird, dated 25th July, setting
forth facts kmown in connection with the
intended asgembly, and asking for instruotions
by telegraph. Mr. Stanton did not consider
Tstructions necessary, becanse he assumed
that General Baird would proteot the Conven-
tion, and that his warning to the city autho-
rities would be respeoted. It is unfortunate
Jor tha President that on the day on which
this despatch was sent from New Orleans, he
advised Licutenant-Governor Voorhies that the
milita:ﬂ would be expected to sustain the |
proceedings of the civil suthorities as against |
the Convention. Still more unfortunate is it |
that after the riot, and after the barbarous |
conduct of the police had been made evident,
a despatch was addressed, by order of the
President, instructing General Baird mot to
Figterpose any obstacle In tho way of the civil
‘authosities.”  On the same day—August 1— |
General Sheridan transmitted his memorable
despateh, and on the 3d General Grant directed
him to maintain martial law. The error com- |
mitted by the President was thus corrected.
But the fact remains that confusion and difi-
culty were produced by his independent action |
in relation to the military. Mr. Stanton’s idea
of General Baird's duty was the opposite of |
that entertained by the President; and the
despateh of one neutralized the understanding
of the other. Political and military autho-
rity wers unwittingly antagonistie, and pnblic
interdats sufiered in consequence.
